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- Thi! Principal’s Message . 

To the Class of June, 1952: 

With graduation approaching, this is a good time to follow Walt Whit¬ 
man’s example and take “a backward glance o’er traveled roads.” Now as 
you look back over your course in Tech, you can easily distinguish the whole 
pattern. You can see the complementary sections of the arts and the 
sciences; you can discern the balancing of technical theory by first-hand 
experience. Both hand and brain have undergone cultivation; and as far as 
the fundamentals are concerned, you arc equipped to think, to plan, and to 
do. 

By this time, too, your eyes should be open wide to the immensity of 
man’s intellectual horizon. Even in the single fields in which you intend to 
specialize, you realize now that education is a process that never ends. 
It is a challenging paradox that in his candid self-appraisal the educated 
man is the man who is never really educated; for he gladly accepts the rigors 
of a lifetime of learning, evaluating, discarding, and relearning. 

To put all this another way, I think that you are off to a good start for 
success in the briskly paced, swiftly changing world of today. Naturally, you 
are in a hurry to grow up, so that you can enjoy the independence and 
assume the responsibilities of manhood, -and thereby take your places in 
this world. And just as naturally, as a way of speeding up the process of 
growing up, you look around and select traits, attitudes, mannerisms from 
men who have come under your observation and who have, as you see it, 
“what it takes.” 

This has been going on as long as boys have been eager to be men 
(and when have they not?), and it can be a very good thing. In a sense, 
all education is imitation. But the point to remember is this: when you 
choose a man as a model, you are paying him a very great honor. Be sure 
that you do not honor someone who is unworthy of you. You are, of course, 
familiar with the old saying: imitation is the sincerest form of flattery. It is 
no testimonial to your good sense to flatter someone whom you ought to 
despise. 

Not all adult ways of thinking, of talking, of doing things are admirable 
simply because they are adult. Insolent lawlessness, discourtesy, raucousness, 
deliberate contempt for the rights and feelings of others, an asinine indif¬ 
ference to learning and to ideas — in the man, as well as in the boy, these 
and similar traits are the unmistakable stamp of the fool and the lout. 
Furthermore, these traits are not really adult at all. They are essentially 
infantile, and they scream aloud that the men who show them have never 
fully grown up. 

Look rather for integrity, courage, dignity, a clean, robust sense of 
humor, love of fair play, ambition, understanding and perseverance. Men 
who display these qualities are the ones who really have “what it takes.” 
These are theymen to keep your eyes on. Get to know them as w'ell as you 
can; pattern yourselves after them; and you will be the richer for it.

The inexperience of the Tech squad on the whole unfortunately resulted in 
the loss of several games, which deprived the Engineers of winning the borough 
title. There were seven members left from the pre-strike era; among them the 
co-captain of the ’51 squad, William Assiff, who became captain when tire ninth 
term rule came into effect. Tech became the hardest hit of all the high schools in 
the city because of this rule, losing all but three of the boys who had previous 
experience. Among those lost was our co-captain, Larry Scavone; Walt TomassolT, 
All City in 1949; and several others whose absence was felt during the campaign. 

There were several games which stood out in one’s memory as the high points 
of the season. Manual, Tilden, and Jefferson suffered reversals at the hands of 
the Engineer eleven. Having lost a pre-season encounter to Lincoln by the score 
of 18— 13 when a Lincoln guard recovered a fumble in the end zone with a few 
minutes to play, Tech went on to defeat Tilden 14 — 0. In this game several 
Engineer scores were called back because of penalties. The key plan was a 27 yard 
aerial from quarterback Ed Palanek to his halfback John Lockyer, which brought 
the pigskin to rest on the Tilden 11. On the play that registered for the Engineers, 
Bob DeMann leaped high into the air to take a pass in the end zone. An inter¬ 
cepted pass set up the second TD for the Blue and White. Bill Assiff snared a 
Tilden pass on the 40 and raced it back to the Tilden 26. l ech was pounding 
again on the door for another touchdown. Five plays later, Hank Carillo scored. 
The 14th point was added as the result of a pass from Ed Palanek to Herb Bauer. 

Tech then met Manual, whom we had to beat. Eddie Palanek passed Manual 
dizzy and as a consequence upset the favored Park Slopers, 26—6. This win put 
Tech into first place in Brooklyn’s P.S.A.L. Division I. 









Palanek’s brilliant passing figured in all Tech scoring. Capt. Bill AssilT 
blocked a Manual kick and set the stage for the first touchdown. Palanek pitched 
a 30 yard pass to Herby Bauer. Carillo then picked up the necessary yardage 
for the TD. Palanek provided the extra point with an overhead thrust to Bauer. 
Later in the first quarter Lenny Lucks set the stage for some more arm exercise 
by Palanek when he recovered a fumble at midfield. Passes to Bauer and DeMann 
covered most of the necessary yardage, then Palanek ran for the score. The next 
Tech touchdown was the result of a pass from Palanek to John Lockyer. The 
last TD was again a Palanek pass but this time to Herby Bauer. 

Erasmus was Tech’s next opponent. This game resulted in a 7 — 7 tie, a 
very disappointing game for us. Erasmus took the kickoff and was marching 
toward the goal line, but this golden opportunity to score was frustrated by a 
fumble recovered by Herby Anson on the 12. That was just the break that l ech 
needed and the Engineers built up an 88 yard touchdown drive, that featured 
the running of Carillo, Lockyer, Chisera, and Palanek and the latter’s passes to 
Bauer. Lockyer raced around end for the TD. Palanek passed to Bauer for the 
extra point. 

The Jefferson game was the last that Tech was going to win that season, 
and they won handily 43—0. The defending player were the stars of this en¬ 
counter. Lead by Arthur Bellisio, Herb Anson, Nelson Osa, Alex Pawlukiewicz 
and Stan Leonick they held Jefferson to a net gain of 10 yards on the ground. As 
far as the offense was concerned, Andy Chisera scored thrice. Ed Palanek set up 
two touchdowns with passes, the recipients of which were Bill White, and John 
Lockyer. Palanek ran for a score also.

The road leading to the city championship started 
as far back as 1948, when the soccermen were still under 
the guidance of Mr. Dorin. Soccer was at that time com¬ 
paratively new to Brooklyn P.S.A.L. competition. There 
was just one division which contained all the Brooklyn 
teams. During the course of this season, the Tech squad 
compiled an 11—1—2 record, enabling them to finish in a 
three-way tie with Lafayette and Fort Hamilton. In the 
resulting play-off game for the borough championship. 
Tech was defeated by Lafayette 1—0, the tilt going six 
overtime periods before a decision was reached. 

The 1949 campaign saw a great increase in the num¬ 
ber of schools supporting soccer teams, necessitating the 
formation of two divisions. The Engineers, placed in 
Division 1, began to romp over all the other teams and 
finished with a 10—0—0 record. During the course of these 
games, the soccermen picked up 44 goals with not a single 
tally scored against them! In the resulting play-off game, 
pitting the winners of both divisions against each other. 
Tech once again encountered Lafayette. After a hard 
furious battle, Lafayette came out on the long end of a 
2—0 score, to become the Brooklyn champions.

Due to the curtailment of extra-curricular activities, there was no organized 
soccer team in 1950. The team had to wait another year to avenge their defeats at 
the hands of Lafayette. 

With the coming of the new season, Mr. Peck succeeded Mr. Dor in, as coach. 
In order to get the team functioning properly, many preseason encounters were 
played, with Tech victorious in all of them. During the regular league play, the 
Peckmen won handily over all their opponents, racking up 45 points against one 
for the opposition. 

For the Borough crown, Lafayette, winner in Division 2, was again their 
opponent. The two teams met on a raw and windy day in the middle of November 
and after completing two overtime periods, the match was called a draw, with 
the score knotted at 1 — 1. A week later, the two teams met again, this time the 
decision going to Tech by means of a 2—1 count after two overtime periods. Tech 
drew first blood midway in the first period when Captain Richie Matacia tallied, 
with assists from Bill Schlegclmilch and John Kelly. Lafayette retaliated in the 
next quarter as their center-forward headed in a corner kick. The deciding marker 
came in about the first fifty seconds of the first overtime period when Schlegclmilch 
passed to Matacia who booted the ball past the Lafayette goalie. 

Gaining revenge on Lafayette and at the same time getting through the 
quarter-finals, the soccermen found their next obstacle to Ire Commerce H.S., 
victors in Manhattan. 'This game also went to the Engineers, with Bob Rodriguez 
the point scoring ace, getting one goal and assisting on two others. Two points 
were tallied in both the third and fourth periods. Rodriguez registered the first 
goal, Matacia, on an assist from Harold Magneson, accounted for the second, and 
Rodriguez assisted on Magneson's and Donny Foh’s four period scores. 

The only one left to beat was Christopher Columbus, winner of the Bronx 
division. In their first encounter, Tech and Columbus battled through four over¬ 
time periods to a 2—2 stalemate. This was the first time in sixteen games that 
the Discoverers had been scored upon after racking up fifteen victories in a row. 
The Peckmen scored first in this tilt with Rodriguez finding the range on an assist 
by Freckly Jaeck. Columbus bounced back with two successive goals to take the 
lead and hold it for most of the game. But a fighting Tech team was not to be 
defeated that easily. So with less than a minute to play, Richie Matacia knotted 
the count, with an assist going to Steve Chirogianis. 

Since it was so late in the season, a co-champion proposition was made to both 
schools—Columbus refused. The two teams met for the last time on December 11th 
at Forest Hills High School Field. The fray was about five minutes old when Bob 
Rodriguez, who scored the initial goal in the first encounter against Columbus, 
came in and booted the ball past the goalie to give Tech its first, score. Approxi¬ 
mately fifteen minutes later, Steve Chirogianis capitalized on a penalty shot from 
the 11-meter line for his fifth straight penalty shot of the season to give Tech a 
2—0 edge. Tech proceeded to hold this lead for the remainder of the game. Thus 
the Brooklyn Tech soccer team won their first City Championship in their entire 
existence.

against Hamilton for a blazing twenty-four series 
average. 

Although Tech’s 8-6 season record belies it, 
they had a good team. The team led Jefferson, 
division champs, at half time and were not over¬ 
come until the end of the third quarter. They 
held Boys High dose until the end and in pre¬ 
season play they defeated Seward Park, Man¬ 
hattan champions, by 8 points. 

Coach Goldman feels that next year Tech’s 
team will be a tough contender for the Brooklyn 
title since they will lose but two players, co¬ 
captains Bob Miller and Nelson Osa. 



Despite the lack of a home field, the Brooklyn Tech nine 
have established themselves as one of New York City’s dominant 
baseball powers. Crowned Champions of Brooklyn in the 1948 
and ’49 seasons, the team narrowly missed the City title. They 
lost the final playoff of both seasons to Tottenville High School 
in the ninth inning. 

Coach James Wagner, a veteran of 14 campaigns, has an en¬ 
viable record of three Borough Titles. Behind a ready smile, the 
popular baseball mentor has a thorough knowledge of both the 
theory and actual practice of the game. This is evidenced by the 
Tech players who consistently are granted contracts by major 
league ball clubs. One of the more prominent Tech graduates is 
Tommy Holmes, current manager of the Boston Braves, who 
played for the Borough Championship team of 1935. 

Co-Captains for the 1952 season, Dick Lupardo and Phil 
Farinacci have both been members of the team since their fresh¬ 
man year. Lupardo had the distinction of playing varsity ball for 
Tech in his initial year. He walloped the horsehide for a .294 
average from his right field position. Harold Cooley, veteran 
pitcher of four seasons, would have been first string material in 
the ’49 campaign had he not been overshadowed by the sterling 
performance of the great Skippy Contillo, one of the finest players 
Tech has ever produced. At the keystone is Joe Napoli whose fine 
performance in preseason tuneups indicates he will be a valuable 
asset to the team. Frank Iazetta, the man in the “hot corner,’’ and 
Eugene Byrne behind the plate constitute championship material. 
Bob Rodriguez, a member of the City Championship soccer team, 
Marty Rothfield, catcher, and John Marciniak, pitcher, round 
out the senior list of a very promising squad.
